REMPLOY WORKERS ALL 
SET FOR STRIKE ACTION 


REMPLOY workers facing redun¬ 
dancy - including those in Barking 
- are set to take part in two 24-hour 
strikes. 

Union Unite announced its mem¬ 
bers will walk out on Thursdays, 
July 19 and 26. A continuous ban 
on overtime begins tomorrow. 

The action is being taken against 
the coalition governments plans to 
close or sell off the 54 factories that 
provide employment for disabled 
workers. 

Unite members voted 59.7 per 
cent in favour of strike action and 


76.1 per cent voted in favour of 
industrial action short of a strike. 

The GMB members voted 79.5 
per cent in favour of industrial 
action, including strike action and 
87 per cent for action short of strike 
action. 

Unite’s national officer for the 
not-for-profit sector, Sally Kosky 
said: “This vote for strike action 
demonstrates our members’ disgust 
at the way they have been treated by 
the government’s policies which are 
designed to throw them on the dole 
queue at a very difficult economic 


time. Work and Pensions Secretary, 
Iain Duncan Smith - the uncaring 
face of the coalition - has provoked 
this strike at Remploy by refusing 
to listen to the economic argu¬ 
ments. 

“His decision is based on right- 
wing dogma. 

“Our members are desperate to 
work in an environment that takes 
account of their disability and 
where they can make a valued con¬ 
tribution to society and pay their 
way.” 

Unite and the GMB have been 


campaigning to keep the Remploy 
factories open as viable businesses. 
A total of 36 Remploy sites are due 
to close or be sold off in the near 
future, with the remaining 18 due to 
close or be sold-off next year. 

Remploy was established in 1945 
as part of the new welfare state, 
providing employment for injured 
soldiers and today is still a work¬ 
place for men and women returning 
from wars around the world. 

Other than Barking, the only 
other Remploy factory in the capi¬ 
tal is in Haringey, north London.

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Teen killers jailed 


TWO men have been jailed for 
almost 30 years for the murder 
of a teenager in Walthamstow 
more than three years ago. 

Wahab Zaaki was fatally 
stabbed as he stood with 
friends in a stairwell of a block 
of flats in Attlee Terrace. 

Kai Shannon, 20, from 
Islington, was found guilty at 
the Old Bailey of Zaaki’s mur¬ 
der and was sentenced to life 
imprisonment with a mini¬ 
mum of 18 years for murder 
and a further eight years for 
GBH to run concurrently. 

Abubaker Alawi, 21, who is 
from the Leyton area, was sen¬ 
tenced to nine years in a young 
offenders institute after being 
found guilty of manslaughter 
and a further three years for 
GBH to run concurrently. 

Wahab was stabbed five 
times as he attempted to flee 
the flats at about 11.30pm on

March 13, 2009. He died 
before reaching hospital, 
while a friend also suffered 
knife injuries as he attempted 
to fend off the attackers. 

During the trial it was 
revealed that Shannon and 
Alawi were known to the vic¬ 
tim as well as a group called 
the DM Crew. 

On the night in question var¬ 
ious members of the group 
had gathered in the stairwell of 
the Walthamstow flats. The 
motive behind the attack 
remains unclear. 

Acting Detective Chief 
Inspector Steve Meechan, who 
led the investigation, from the 
Met’s Homicide and Serious 
Crime Command (HSCC), 
said: “This was a callous, cow-

ardly and premeditated attack 
upon the young victim, by 
those he trusted as his friends. 
The motive for the attack 
remains unclear, the sugges¬ 
tion being a disagreement over 
an insignificant sum of 
money. 

“It has taken three years to 
bring those responsible to jus¬ 
tice. These defendants 
instilled within their peers a 
reluctance to assist police in 
this enquiry. 

“The actions of these defen¬ 
dants have ended the life of a 
young man, leaving his family 
completely devastated. I can 
only hope that the sentence 
today, has in some small way, 
helped them to come to terms 
with their sad loss.”

Information needed on 
Wanstead Flats as a 


prisoner of war camp 


MEMBERS of a historical society are trying to 
gather more information about the two-year peri¬ 
od when Wanstead Flats were used as a Second 
World War prisoner of war camp. 

Leyton and Leytonstone Historical Society has 
been studying this period and has unearthed some 
intriguing information about the camp. 

Mark Gorman and Andrew Cole from the group 
said: “We believe it extended across the whole tri¬ 
angle of land bordered by Lake House Road, 
Dames Road and Centre Road and was opened as 
an offshoot of Camp 30, whose base was in 
Carpenter’s Road, Stratford, soon after the D Day 
landings in June 1944. 

“At its height it contained hundreds if not thou¬ 
sands of prisoners - mainly Germans but includ¬ 
ing other nationalities as well - before being 
closed down in May or June 1946.” 

The camp was a source of fascination and much 
gossip among local residents, many of whom 
came to view the prisoners from the other side of 
the barbed wire. 

Mark and Andrew are hoping that residents in 
the area at the time can help fill in some of the 
gaps in their research.
